The t-MO great forces in-volved in trying to influence aan®s thinking may 
be described as ijositi ve, i,©.., thoughts in hansoi^ with the concept of a 3^ 
of God, and the teotharhood of man, and pg^ativia, tlwse encompassing anti-Christ 
BtotiTes designod -to gain control over’ man for the purpose of jjower* This Battle 
for Man's Mind is being -waged on two frcexts, the physical and the roetaihysloax, 
and tho object of the fight is to bring atout either toe spiritual salvation or 
destruction cf horao sapiens*

Crushing the evil forces of World. War U, however, did not bring peace 
• to the world and vaiy soon after aivi for exactly the sceae reason, i^e*, a frs' 
jaen in power master-minding the masses, vj® fomid ourselves involva^i in the Ijoiig, 
drawn-out “Gold War” with the U.SoS.R*, and hoverSng oct tlia brink of a third 
global war which could well end in total sumihilation of «vo.ry living creatm'O 
on this planet* can peadtaps take sob® comfort from the fact that the oddti 
sgainst Miyone surviving a nuclear war arc so great that it is wry unlikaly 
that either side will be the first to press the panic button, and maybe it is 
for th5,5 reason that the Russians are turning to a more subtle x^feapc^ - the 
manipulatitm of man's mind* Tlwir success vdth the Pavlov experinssnts and the 
subaeqs^sit "hrain-waehing” techniques, led than to a step further - the eatab- 
lishmant of an extensire psychical research prograsa, with tho main emphasis on 
mental telepathy and ESP* How far they have gone with this program, we do not 
know, but one well-knpwn American colrami-st found it necessa^ to warn the O.S, 
Gor&rmmt that tho newly-developed Russian tedmiquo of "cloud busting" (an 
expression used to describe the production of physical effects inteuso mental 
concentration) would bear their close investigation* The Soviets evidently 
realiae tJ® potantialities of the ibwer of Thou^ far better t>^ w® do, and 
\a must remamber that power of any kind can be usad for either good or evU* 

Going to another part of the world, soma grave concern is being experi¬ 
enced not only by Japansse intellectijals but outside observers regarding tho 
developoaent of the Soka Gakkai I&vwMent in Japan* Soka Gakkai, literally meais— 
ing "Value Creation School", is a religious group that develops fnsa Buddhia# 
and became very powerful after the Is^st waa*. In the early post-war years, it 
met the needs of a confused people crusited by defeat and horrified at th© reailts 
of the atom bomb. Tne Soka Gakkai philosci^ expocsiided, promising the pursuit of 
happiness and the answering of all probl-sms and setbacks throu^ the bhrUusi of 
constant prayer, made a popular appejJ. to the masses, aiid the Movsassnt now claLimK 
to have several, million fa m ilies as foUowers* However, as they gained pcnvsr, 
the Soka Gakkai leadore, not cemtent with solving don^stic probleauj in the field 
of rsliglra, became more ambitious and decided not cffily to try to convert the 
rest of the world to Soka Gakkai thinking, but also to enter tiie realm of politics 
Mtilcii they cansidsred needed "purifying"* 


In tto area of world converslcti, they claim to have nuuiy thousands of over- 
s«ae followers, and they have already set up branches in Hbrth America arsi South- 
East Asia, vdiilst In the field of politics, they have mot with considerable 
success and now hold many seats in local ccsigressee and 15 seats in the Upper 
House of the lUet* However, with the swelling ranks of the Soka Gakkai becoming 
metre aggressive in their attempts to waivejrt others and more militaristic in 
their political I'allies, tho sittmtimi is being viewed with considerable alarm, 
not only by many Japanese but also by the outside world* Anycme >dio has seen 
newsreels or television programs showing tbs disciplined might of toe huge Soka 
Gakkai meetings and rallies, will iaanediatoly rsote that they bear a fiighteniiig - 
roeemblanca to tho early Fascist and Nasi deammstrations* Here we have another 











exgaaplffl of the laastor-iidiiding of the isassos in v^iat appearo to ba a militant 
religion aiioa ar© boldly stated as ”'Kie Salvation of Mankind*' and 

Spiri-toal Doeiinaticm of tho World"# That the Soka Gakksi realises the Power 
of TlK5ug!it is laade obvious their slogan "I^wsr Coms from Prayer". The 
question is - po?®r for i<faat? When a religious group, with several million 
followers, eaters the fiold of politics, the situation can becc^ frau^it 
with danger, fco* saldm are roligim and polJLtics co’Bpatibi®. One usually has 
to give vfay to the other, and unless religious pidneip-les for th® benefit and 
not dcgain&tion of mankhid are strictly adliered to, the resxil-ts could prove 
disasbrouso On tho othor hand, if tho Soka G^dcai I^ovtKscmt succeed in 
purifying politics and it works eaaniestly for the happiness and welfare of 
its followers, then it would indeed prove a wonderful thing, but its present 
methods of gaining power leave it as a big questixai mark. 

These tiisaa ai’e soas of tho factors wn are facing in the Battle for Man’s 
Mind on tho j^sical. plane. But >^t of the asstaphysical influmcea at work on 
us " the invisible but all-powerful forces ti» purely mental plane? Wietiisr 
wo realise it or not, we are equally susceptible, if not more ao at the sub¬ 
conscious lev^, to these more subtle influ<mces. Man’s brain, idiioh in reality 
operates on tho metaphysical plane, is like a two-way radio wliioh transmits and 
receives messages along the air-vKwos of the Universe - and his receiving nKJChan-' 
iaa is open to tlioughts both good and bad. Which he either accepts or rejects 
according to his stage of evolutioiro Most of us are t^ell aware of the truth of 
BMaital telepathy and many of us have had personal experiences of th^ought comniun- 
ication between D.oved ones often tlioxisands of miles away. But what of special 
thou^ts being beamed at us deliberately for a specific purpose, at both the 
conscious and oiib-conacious levels, fron another plane of exietenee? 

Messages received tiirough esoteric sources, purporting to come from 'the 
Space Ife'othors who take an active interest in the spiritual v^lfare of the 
inhabitants of our planet, warn us that an even greater conflict is being fought 
on the metaphysical plai;© where intelligent beings of both a higher and. a lower 
spiritual order than oarselvee, are waging a fierce Battle for Man’s Mind. The 
lower or nogativ© forces, damned thesaselves hy wrong thinidng, are projecting 
strong thou^^ts earthwards in an attesipt to bring about our spiritual dcnmfallo 
On the other hand, the Space Brothers and other spiritual guardians of our 
planet, are concentrating equal.3y haad on sending out positive thou^ts of 
goodwill and brotherly love. Thus we are being bombarded from this sastaphysical 
plane by ts«a> conflict.ing sdiools of thought, sard, free will being the critericn 
of spiritual advaricei&anfe, it is left to us which wo choose to accept.

Quoting further from this news story, ” transnittors to send signals 
that Bjay or may not be heard in a few million years implies that the 

transit of space is strictly limited to our concept of the velocity of light. 
What ccsmimsnications vre have had with extraterrestrials in which we have a 
degree of confidence, have indicated that this is positively not the case, and 
our concept of tho velocity of light is q'iite erroneous«, We have been told, 
and ther« is good laboratory evidence to support- the statesnent, that the 
velocity of light is quite dependent cm where and how it is detemined and has 
all EK>rts of values, and that time itself is far from being fixed » and that 
there is no such thing as a limiting velocity, except that imposed by the 
methods used. 

The story goes on to qxiote Dr. Lovell as saying: ”To do the job pafoperly 
will require a number of finely instruiKintei radio telescopes developed to 
attack the problesi on a long-tem basis. Tixei’e is doubt that any nation would 
be willing to take on a project so expansive and speculative.” However, 
nations do spend many times the cost of such a project cm reseaureh which is 
not a bit more speculative, aind out of which wo can hope for only one small 
step foi*wardc But contact with beings elsewhere in the Ifexiverse, if they are 
appreciably more advanced than we are, could yield knowledge vriiich v»>ul4 take 
US forward, not by stops, but by leaps and bounds^ Or, for a change, wo could 
send out details of our science for the benefit of races not quite so developed 
as ws are “ broadcast our culture and propaganda to the Ihiverse at large, to 
let tbm know what wo have that wo are proud of I

U.F.O.P.I.A. ACTIVITIES IK AUSmUl . 

In this issue, it is oxir great pleasure to introduce to those of you 
who have not already heaird of him, Mr. Fred Stone, veteran Ufologist in South 
Australia, Editor of the bi-monthly UFO ma^zine "Panorama” and Director of 
the Iftiidentified Flying Objects Phenomena Society of Australia (UFOPIA). 

Fred and his group have put in many years of loyal service to the UFO Cause, 
not only in all parts of Australia, but through correspondmee and the medium 
of his magazines, have reached other interested parties all over the world. 

Like most enthusiasts launching into a net»r field of endeavour, Fred Stone 
has had his share of opposition and setbacks over the years, but he has pressed 
on regardless, fiivaly believing in his .ideals and purpose, xantil now he is the ' 










loader of on© of the most active UPC groups in Auatraliao 

Som 15 years ago, Fred founded the original Australian Flying Saucer 
Research Society and for over 10 years ho was its Director and Editor of 
"The Plying Saucer Record". Then, health reasons forced Fred to give up the 
heavy rosponsibilitiee of this work for a year* Whwi he returned to tho 
society to take up drtios again, as so often happens, he found a new olenent 
installed there with vdicoa ho and some of the older members of the group had 
certain differences of opinion. As Fred and scriO of tho original Bombers of 
the society wished to extend the scope of their activities to the more meta¬ 
physical and philosophical pianos idtich th6 new regime frowned ripon, it was 
finally decided that the old group would form a now organization - and thus 
UFOPIA was born, aJ.though, as Fred states, ho still hopes that one day the 
differences between the two groups will bo rerolved, as his one aim is for 
unity in this period of crisis in the world’s history. 

As Fred was the ovoier of the original magazine "Australian Flying Saucer 
Record" in whicii the new element in the AF3RS were no longer interosted arid as 
he felt that tho nrw UFOPIA organization- with its wider scope, needed a maga¬ 
zine with a greater viewpoint than aero sitting reports, he decided to B&i'ge 
this publication into a new magazino, and in this way "Panorama" came into 
being. "Panorama", which goes out to subscribers in various parts of tho world 
and is received on an exchange basis by our own Club in Ottawa, is an excellent 
source of flying saucer factual detail, particularly in the Southern Hemisphere, 
and It also deals with aspects of the New Age Philoso]^iy which most UFO groups 
now recognize as being piart of the inspirational message from the Space Brothers. 
T^e subscription rate for overseas subscribers is 12 shillings per year and it 
Is well tiTorth it. Please address any orders or corresp(»idence directly to Mr. 
Fred Stone, 22 Northoote Street, Kilbum, South Australia. Fred has asked tliat 
we make it quite clear that he no longer has any connection with the old "Austr¬ 
alian Saucer Record" address and all coiauunicatlons should be sent to him at the 
above address» So if Fred Stone’s name is on your own club magazine in g 
list, please be sure you are sending your publication to the right address. 

But to continue with the Fred Stone Story. While the launching of the 
new UFOPIA Society was, in the early days, fraught with some bitter opposition- 
very soon the new group received clear-cut evidwice that they were on the right 
track. Telepathic cosBixinicatxons from the Sp)ace Brothers not only proved very 
helpful in their ovm personal lives, b> 2 t inforaiation was relayed to them of 
forthceming world events idiich proved to be completely acctirate. Almost mirac¬ 
ulously, pathways were made open to them to visit other States in Australia and 
even a visit to New Zealand which had seemed almost impossible from a financial 
viewpoint. And all the tine the group was led imcannily to people they knew 
nothing about but >ho had had flying saucer e:q>eriences, moat of tdiich had 
never reached the public ear. 

Asked vdiat tho alms of UFOPIA were, Fred Stone's answer was — to diligently 
seek tho truth. "We are propared" he said "to dig into anything which may hold 
a clue to the mystory of the UFOs. This does not mean that we accept sveirTt^hing 
— we are not that gullible. But we are prepared to consider anything that is 
factual or logical. We believe that tho only way to find the answers is to 








search for than. "Seek an^ ye shall fiiirf’ is one of our fi™ mottoes,> We have 
proved this to be so “ and whafs more, it pays offo” 

As regards the activities of UFOPIA, the group holds a general meetiing 
once a month emd a further special meeting is held monthly for tele^thic ccmei-' 
unicat ion and meditation. In the past; their gcmeral meetings wei*e often dom-^ 
inatcd by one person giving a lecture, but this year they have mitered a new 
phase by arranging discussion groups in which everyone gets an opportunity to 
express his thoughtso A Questions and Answers period has also proved very 
popular and has done much to increase inteiosto 

UFOPIA has a large slide lecture which has b^ used very successfully 
on outside groups such as churches, men’s societies. Apex and Rotary Clubs, 
etc., and lately (as foretold) a way has been opened up to give 'eetures in 
hi gh schools and to publish UFO articles in school mai^zineso UFOPIA also has 
a large Tape Library which has been a further means of spreading the tru;l$iia 

It is interesting to note that among the members of UFOPIA are many in 
the professional classes such as doctors, authors, engineers, aviators, amateur 
astronomers, as well as well-known businessmen and government officials. Fred 
Stone atlso remarks on the helpful co=operation their organization has received 
from police departments, civil aviation, the Air Force, newspapers, radio and 
television, on the latter two of which they have been frequently interviewed. 
’’It was a veiy differwit set-up idien we first started.” says Fred, "Then we 
wore the butt of ridicule. Itow we are being acceptedS” 

Other activities include sky watch n^atinga and occaaitmal trips to iso¬ 
lated areas many miles from the big cities, vd^ere UFO sittings are reported 
frequently - mainly in areas where, in Australia, fault lines occur in the 
eax’th" 8 strata. 

UFOPIA is not merely confined to the State of South Australia, but lias 
branches in a ll the States >dio vfork under the advice and help of HQs Branch. 
'‘These groups are growing,” Fred reports. "And we have trebled oxir original 
membership whilst subscriptions to "Pcnorama” have grown beyond our wildest, 
hopes despite its weaknesses due to the heavy d^nand on the time of those idio 
work for UFOPIA. "nkey all work in their free time and in an honorary capacity. 
None of os gets a cent fixm it. Rather, we all put into it, but i#e get our 
rewards In nrare valuable ways than the material.” 

We all wish Fred Stone and his group in Australia continued success in 
their worthwhile efforts to spread the truth and philoso]^iy of the UFOs. 

While our Australian friends nay be in what we in the Northern Heoiisjdiere cull 
"Down Ifeidor” - in our estimation, they axe ”Tops”l

A TRIBUTE TO MR» G&CS^ ADAHSKI 


Most of tho UFO World T«H»r9, we feci sure, sorry to hear of th® passing 
of Mr« George Adaaski in Washington, D.C^, on April 23rd of this year, and 
w© in Ottawa would like to jay a swirk of respect to a roan who, like our own 
founder, Wilijert B. Smith, did so much to further the UFO Csise thraughout too 
world. Such isan are rare and greatly needed if wa are ever to gain world-^wide 
acceptance toy people and gpwirjments of tiie truth of the UFOso 

Goorge Adamski ■fcas, of coui^, a oontiovorsial. figure. Some people were 
unable to accept all of his views and claijas, whilst others fervffiitly believed 
everything he had to say. But whatever our perajnal views, there is no denying 
that Georg® Adameki worked tirelessly to spread the truth of t h© UFOs across 
toe world and to pass on the Ccsaiic Pliilosophy of ”The Brothers”. His books, 
including the early jiiotographs of flying saucers (which have never been proyan 
to bo fakes) did much to avraken people to the reality of the UPOs, and many 
pr8sent““day Ufologists owe their first introduction to this fascinating mystery, 
to toe writings of Georg© Adamski. Lik» Wilbert Smith, he was one of the early 
pioneers of toe Nevf Age in th© days when it took a lot of personal courage to 
announce publicly such conviciirants, and it is in this spirit that we pay our 
tribute to George Ada»iski., 

Thanks to the courtesy of one of our Topside subscribers, we are able to 
publish some interesting details concerning one of the last lectures given by 
George Adamskx in Horthboro, Hass* U.S.A., on March 31, 1965, ©nd also an articls 
wrltt<in Iby Mr» Adamski and printed just prior to his death. This article entitled 
"Crusada for the Truto abotat inhabitants of Other Worlds” was addressed mainly to 
the citizens of th© United States, but its principles co\ad apply to any gauntry 
and we can only agree wi.th the author that it is about time the govemmente of 
the world broke their Ismg silmce concerning UFOs and gave us ths truth. As 
suggosited in the article, w© can play our part by approaching our legislators 
on this matter. However, messages received frm the Space Brothers wain us that 
there in at present in operation a powerful intematicnal syndicate c»ntrolling 
world finance whxto is restricting the govermonts of the world frcaa divulging 
this infomation, although they add, if enou^ voices of the general public are 
raised in pi-otcst, something vdll hav e to be done about it. For their p>art, too 
Space Brothers are preparetl to laake thaaaelves seen more and more the people 
of thd world - and the rest is up to us. Here then, are the two articles : 

"Just a week before the Inauguration, five space ships were sessi above the 
Washington Monument in too daytiioa. Military personnel, as well as civilians, 
observed thffin. The day after this, a section of Mr. George Adamski** s new film 
on space craft was shown on televisi<m. This crested a great deal of interest 
among the different branches of ths governiosnt, for a comparison showed that 
the pictures were toe same as the ships seen over the monisaent. Mr. Adamski 
has recently boon in Washington conferring with officials about this at their 
request. On Mai’ch 9th, an international press conference v?as held - the first 
ever to be held concerning flying saucers.

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NEW EVIDMGE OF A CAUSE CF HEART DISEASE 
H<w to Avoid Becoming a Vigtia of the Koo 1 Killer 

According to recent findings of medical scientists, most of us are 
slowly killin g oui’selvos with two of the coinraonest substances found on th© 
dining table sugar and salt* 

Salt has long been recogiizod as the arch mesay of those w-ho suffer 
from hypei'tension (higii blood pressure), vascular and heart diseases, and 
most doctors irassBdiateiy put such patients on a low-sodiiai or salt-free dieto 

Not so well-kno’.®, however, are the adverse effects on and probab.1.a 
cause of many heai’t diseases, produced by sugar intake (and this, of coiurse, 
includes all starches \«hich are evontualiy broken down into sugar in the 
system)* 

At one time, the medical profession were more inclined to regard the 
consumption of animal fats and possible building-up of cholesterol in t!ie 
blood vessels as Uie main culprit in tiie vascular dissases whi<di shot up 
fatal heart attacks as the No* 1 Killer of our age* But now, as the result 
of extensive studies and tests in recent years, the facts point more to sugar 
as the guilty paidiy* 

According to Dr* Xudkin, Chairman of the Nutrition Department of the 
University of Ixmdon, there is strong and rapidly accumulating evidence that 
points to sugar as th® major diet factor in cortmary heart diseaso* Dr* Tudkin 
has noted that fat consuaption in the U.S* has increased by only 12$ during the 
past 70 years, with a significant increase in the ratio of polyunsaturated to 
saturated fats. The consmaily-held view would suggest that this shotild have re¬ 
sulted in a fJall in coronary heart disease instead of the considerable rise 
that has actually occurred. Sugar consumption, on the other hand, has more 
than doubled in the same period. 

Dr. 0. Paul, a Cliiecgo cax'diologist, made studies of 2000 men. His survey 
showed that the 38 men who developed heart disease in the first 6 years of the 
study, had diets which did not differ in fat content (either in quality or 
quantity) from the men without heart disorders. 

Recent evidence now indicates that men with coionary prcbl^s have been 
eating twice as mudi sugar as those vd.th no syaptoos of heart disease* Th® same 
sort of higb sugar intake was found in another group suffering froa etheresclerosis, 
with the degree of severity proportional to the lev^ of sugax’ intake. 

Fortunately, there are a number of harmless and inexpensive salt and sugar 
substitutes on the market and the food and bavera^ industries are giving more 
attention to sugar-free products, so there is scmiething we can do about it. 

Maybe we should all give a little serioxis thou^it to our eating habits and thus 
avoid becoming an unnecessarily early statistic.

Kow oftea have v<e all heard sooa enthtisiastie Ufologist bssaoan: ”I have 
read a lot about Hiring saucers and I believe an thes - and yot I have never seen 
onei'* Nbllj, frying saucers are with us alri^t, ni^t and day^ but frequently 
in the day-»taiB3^ they are not visible to ti^ hssaan naked eye* Tl^is is due to 
the fact that sam of the spececraffc operate an a plane beyond our nosaiai visissn^ 
Ydiile others often concesl their presence in a sort of salfsaairufactured ionised 
cloud* Hovrever# a»st of us possess a little gadget by which we pap see and 
record flying saucers ~ a caaioral 

It has already been well proved that the camera lens is more E^sitive 
than the human and can pick up objeetc invisible to noroal eyesi^t* There 
are ntaasrous weil-docuiaented cases of this ^®re photographers^ taking soae 
other subject, Jiax»a wound up with a UFO <m their negative I To quote just a fow, 
there are the more recent incidents such as ^en the English "TV Tiiaes” j^ioto- 
graphor, Peter Bolton, took a pictxa« of a Vulcan Boosber at Coningsly R*A.Fc 
Station, Ldncoln^ire and found to his amasment that in the background was a 
glowing, di-polar disc vortex; a similar thing happened when a Path$ newsreel 
cameraman took shots of the launching of the Bluestreak Kiasile at Woomsra, 
Australia, and there vfas the amae vortex shape ijr the backgroxjnd, witnossod ty 
thousands of mwie-gc^rsl. Both photographers in these two cases w©i9 using 
higbly~«>F*^i3ticated cameras which were "hooded" to prevent any light interfojv 
ence, and so the old alibi of our critics about a "trick of lighting" was ruled 
oxrbe Even more reoarkable was the expcr-lence of amateur photographer, Jim 
Templeton, who was taking a picture of his little dau^ter sitting on the gmss 
on a lonely stretch of marsh near the Sol\my Firth in EngL»nd, with no on© else 
in si^t, and discovered when the negative was printed, that there was an estimated 
7-feot tall apac«Ean, wearing a hi^ altitude flying suit, standing belxind ti^ 
little girll Tansplstcm* s cmera and film were examined by experts and found to- 
be perfect, and the experts could only admit that they x-mre completely baffled* 

And so, if we want to see flying saucers and other UFO phencs^na, let us 
gat busy vdth oar cameras this sussuerS let us ex|»>rimsnt by taking pdeturea of 
the aldes^ partictilarly any unusual cloud formatims from which the ^usive UFOs 
are often seen to emerge* As it Is obvious we shall draw a number of blanks 
besides we hope, the odd interesting pictiire of a UFO, it might be a good idea, 
for the purpose of eccnoojy, to load our cameras >d.th oidinary black and ^diite film 
rather than the more expensive colour film* If you should be lucky enougii to got 
^at appears to be a UFO, examine the negative care:^-ly first to make sure it is 
not a spot of «milslon or some other processing fault. If you are still uncertain 
as to whether what you have is a genuine photograph of a flying saucer, take your 
negative to a good photographic store arkl ask for an analysis of it* It might 
also be a good idea to keep seme record of photographic technical details, such 
as aperture, shutter speed, etc., particularly for those successful shots, as 
Snfonnation might prove useful for fUtiir© experiTients.
